In “Cabirin® almost every In-
terior goes to prove the same thing
This concentration of light is partioular-
1y necemsary in fire scenea. On the whaole,
those in “Cabiria” hardly equal Griffith's
for they are spolled with some mani-
festly artificlal flamea flapping in front
of the lense. But, barring those *‘close
up" tongues of light, the Italian con-
flagrations achisve a finer effect by con-
centrating thalr light and brinking It out
from the spot where the fire Il supposed
to rage. Thus only natural giores and
rhadows are thrown upon the surround-
inge, and. when tinted red. the film.shows
